This  year  the  English  department 
introduced  a  new  curriculum  to  fresh- 
men. Newcomers  thoroughly  studied 
classics  and  mythology,  and  re- 
ceived a  much  stronger  reading  en- 
richment program.  Incorporating  700 
new  books,  the  Charity  Dye  Library  of- 
fered a  wide  variety  of  reading  ma- 
terial. Pupils  also  studied  in  this  quiet 
area  during  lunch  and  free  periods.

Under  the  new  leadership  of  Thomas 
Payne,  the  history  department  con- 
tinued its  goal  of  enlivening  history 
every  day.  To  keep  abreast  of  the 
times,  U.S.  History  and  Government 
and  Economics  students  subscribed  to 
such  current  affairs  publications  as 
TIME,  U.S.  NEWS  and  WORLD  REPORT, 
and  THE  WALL  STREET  JOURNAL.  Books 
and  maps  dealing  with  recently  de- 
veloped areas  in  history  provided  a 
new  approach  to  familiar  courses.  The 
presentation  of  world  history  changed 
through  the  use  of  a  new  textbook  that 
stressed  general  concepts  instead  of 
specific  facts.

Calculating  Mathematicians  Unravel 


Survey  Mathematics,  a  course  con- 
cerned with  mathematical  inventions 
since  the  time  of  Euclid,  was  offered 
for  the  first  time  this  year.  Its  purpose 
was  to  broaden  the  scope  of  mathe- 
matical studies  available  to  the  Short- 
ridge  student.  Guest  speakers,  films, 
biographical  studies,  and  a  field  trip 
to  the  Chicago  Museum  of  Science  and 
Industry  enlivened  and  expanded  the 
course. 

Two  new  overhead  projectors  were 
purchased  to  facilitate  instruction 
in  the  more  advanced  classes.  Projec- 
tion materials  illustrated  theories, 
problems,  and  concepts  from  all 
branches  of  math. 

Such  courses  and  materials  relieved 
student  slaving  and  assisted  in  pre- 
senting the  basics  necessary  for  the 
study  of  mathematics.

Sectional  and  regional  victories 
tasted  sweet  to  rookie  Coach  George 
Theofanis  and  "his  boys"  after  a  long 
drought  which  had  not  seen  an  SHS 
team  in  tourney  play  for  27  years. 

The  varsity  fought  out  two  thrillers 
to  capture  the  first  sectional  crown 
since  1940.  Proving  their  ability  to  keep 
poised  under  pressure,  the  Satans  out- 
lasted Warren  in  a  triple  overtime  and 
came  from  behind  with  less  than  a 
minute  on  the  clock  to  beat  Lawrence  in 
the  final  game. 

An  electrified  regional  final  game 
pitted  Tech  and  SHS  in  their  third  bout 
of  the  year.  Keyed  up  and  chilly  the 
entire  first  quarter,  Tech  missed  its 
first  15  tries  and  Shortridge  connected 
on  only  one  of  ten  shots  attempted. 
Warming  up,  the  Satans  led  29-15  at 
the  half  and  rolled  on  to  earn  a  berth 
in  the  Sweet  16. 

Beating  Greensburg  in  the  afternoon 
semifinal,  the  Devils  battled  New  Castle 
to  the  wire  in  the  touch  and  go  night 
windup.  After  trailing  by  as  many  as 
eight  points  in  the  last  quarter,  the 
Devils  evened  it  49-49  with  only  a 
fraction  of  a  minute  left.  As  the  clock 
ticked  to  two  seconds,  New  Castle 
scored  on  a  20-foot  jumper  which 
handed  the  Devils  their  sixth  season 
loss,  the  first  in   their   last   12  games.
